THE BLACK KNIGHT. 


BITTER FEELING AGAINST ASSEM- | 
BLY FORTY-NINE. 


Riebmond Knights of Labor Provoked About the 
Theater affair—Threats of Seceding from the 
Order—The Third Day of the Labor Con- 
vention and What Was Done. 


RICHMOND, Va.,October 6.—Although today 
was the third day of the convention, its mem- 
bers were not yet ready to begin the actual 
work they had cometo do. There still re- 
mained to be settled the question of seating 
8 or 10 delegates, whose cases the committee 
on credentials has referred to the convention. 
Throughout thecity today the principal topic 
of discussion was the admission last night of 
the colored delegate, Farrell, to a seat in the 
orchestra circle in the academy of music, a 
section of the auditorium in the Richmond 
theater hitherto sacredly guarded from all 
persons of his race, The 
general feeling among Virginians 
heré is one of bitter resentment, and they re- 
gard the delegates from district No. 49 with 
anything buta friendly feeling. It is said 
that a majority of the local knights are much 
provoked at the action of their visiting broth- 
ers, and it was reported that a few knights 


’ living here declared their intention of aband- 


oning the order and joining the law and order 
league, organized herein sworn opposition to 
the knights, 

At noon a recess was taken until two 
o'clock. 

Mr. Powderly announced to the representa- 
tives of the press that he had nothing to 
communicate to them. Some secret business 
had been transacted, but, of course, he could 
say nothing as to its nature. The morning 
reesion was mainly devoted, he said, to the 
consideration of the report of the committee 
on credentials, which has not been finally 
acted upon. The delegates are unusually re- 
ticent and such gtatements as can be elicited 
by inquisy are contradictory. It seems safe, 
however, to say that whatever action has been 
taken by the credentials’ committee in the 
case of district 49 and the Brooklyn delegates 
is unfavorable to the latter. The fee of a 
mejority of the delegates ontside of New York 
is in favor of B yn. It now seems possi- 
ble that the third days’ session may end 
with the convention stili unorganized. 

THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The afternoon session of the Knights of La- 
bor, beginning at two o’clock, lasted nearly 
en hour beyond the regular time for adjourn- 
ment, six e’clock, Matters then stood about 
where they were this morning. Mr. Pow- 
derly, through whom the official news of the 
proceedings is given to the press, told the re- 
porters he had nothing in the way of news to 
givethem, Theconvention, he said, was still 
considering the report of the committee on 
credentials and had not acted on it. This 
means that the fight over the admission of the 
eight or ten delegates, whom the committee 
referred to the convention, is still in progress. 
Who these delegates are, Mr. Powderly and 
other leading knights still refuse to 
say. The burden of the rumor, however,seems 
to favor the statements that they are three 
Brooklyn delegates—Brown, Dobb and Miller, 
of the Brooklyn Montauk association; Morri- 
son, of district assembly 126, of New York, 
and six St. Louis Solagatee claiming to be 
elected instead of the six said to be Turner 
men. Delegates from district 49, according to 
the same unocfiicial t, are fighting Morri- 
son and the Brooklyn men, tooth and_ nail, 
but the long continuance of the battle shows 
that the opposition is fully as determined as 
they. There can be no doubt of the fact that 
the battle isa bitter one. This evening the 
voices of the opposing delegates could be heard 
in the street, without armory hall, as they 
argued the question at issue. 

Until this discussion is ended, the conven- 
tion is at a standstill and no work can be done, 
Meanwhile many delegates here are growing 
— at the prolongation of the contest 
and are anxious to"get to the work they 
came here to accomplish. Thecontest will be 
resumed tomorrow morning, and no one sesms 
even able to guess how long it will be before 
the convention will organize and begin busi- 
ness. 

EXCITEMENT ATTHE THEATER, 

It was rumored today that the delegates 
of district forty-nine, with their colored 
brother, Farrell, intended going to the Rich- 
mond theatre this evening, and if the latter 
was refused admission to force their way in 
with him. Mrs. W. T. Powell, proprietor and 
mauager of the theater, which is the leading 
one in the city, heard of the ramor and gave 
instructions that Farrell should not be ad- 
mitted exeept to the gallery reserved for ne- 
groes. She called on Chief of Police Poe to 
afford protection in ease of trouble. The 
chief called on Mr, Powderly 
at Ford’s hotel to request that he 
use his inflnence to prévent an 
attempt to force the admission of the colored 
delegate, as it would cause trouble. Mr. Pow- 
derly sent word that he was too busy to see 
him, but sent Hayes, of the executive board, 
instead. The latter said he thought Farrell 
would not try toenter the theater, but he 
could give no assurance on the subject. Be- 
fore the theater opened the chief of police 
and thirty-five policemen were on guard there, 
At the hour for opening the theater thou- 
sands of people assembled on Broad street. 
The colored delegate and his fellow: members 
of district 49 did not appear and there was no 
disturbance of the peace, The crowd re- 
mained about the theater until nearly 10 
o’clock, 

THE CREDENTIALS’ REPORT. 

It was stated officially tonight to an associ- 
ated prees svg by a member of the execu- 
tive board, that the report of the committee 
on credentials has been accepted in all con- 
tested seat cases except those of C. Morrison, 
of New York, and the St. Louis delegation. 
Brooklyn’s Montauk Protective association’s 
delegates were refused admission on the con- 
stitutional ground that where there is a 
mized district another district cannot be 
formed without consent of the existing dis- 
trict, unless it has obtained a charter. The 
Brooklyn seceding district has neither such 
consent nor charter. 

Farrell, the colored delegate of assembly 
49, called on Mr. Powderly at his hotel this 
evehing. It is stated that no further attempts 
will be made by the colored delegate to enter 
the theater in unauthorized places while the 
convention is in ce sion.

Cummina, Ga., October 5.—[Special,]— At 
the foot of dannee mountain {9 sitaated the 
quiet and peaceful town of Cumming. Being 
in the centre of a fertile little valley, surrou nd. 
ed by mountains on three sider, Camming pre- 
sents to the eye a picture of peace, boauty and 
contentment, Abont one-fourth of a mile 
from the town is the village cemetery. On 
the highest spot in the cemetery, overlooking 
the town, is the grave of the victims of Eugene 
Beck, Mrs. Beck, and her sister, Miss Addie 
Baily. One large grave was made on the hill- 
top, beneath a large chestnut treé, and the 
bodies of the two innocent and murdered giris 
were laid to rest, side by side. No monument 
was raised by the hand of man, to point out 
their last resting place, but nature has cov- 
ered their grave with a mantle of on, as if 
to shut out forever from the gaze of the world 
the sad fate and unfortunate end of her vic- 
tims; A rude stone marks the grave. A few 
withered flowers, strown by the hand of some 
friend, or relative, may be seen on the grave. 
Strangers visiting Cumming, always ask to see 
tlre grave of these unfortunate women. Per- 
naps no crime committed in the history of the 
country has been more widely knows, or more 
widely talked of than the Beck murder, The 
names of Ella Beck and Addie Baily are 
known »1! over the United States. 

WHAT THK PEOPLE THINK. 

Never was Forsyth county so shocked and 
outraged as it was on receiving the news of 
this terible double murder; and if the mur- 
derer had been in the hands of the people of 
Forsyth on the day that his victims were 
bronght to Comming, he would not 
now be on his way to Dade coal 
mines:.

The safe is nearly 
twelve inches thick, eight inches of which is 
Herring & Co.’s patent Champion fire proof 
filling, and three and one-half inches of barg- 
lar proof metal, composed of five plates of 
etec] of varying bardness, and one inch of 
Frapkinite irom. The doors are tongued and 
grooved. and the jambsare rubber ked, 
making it explosive proof.

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DEATH OF A GIFTED DIVINE.

The Life and Chnacacter of Dr. Richard 
‘ Furman, 

UMTER, 8. C, October 6, —fSpectal.]~ 
Richard Furman, formerly of A pppoe on 
died in Fort Worth, Texas, was one of the 
ablest and most gifted Baptist ministers in 
the south, He eptang from a family noted 
in the religious history of Carolina. His 
grandfather, his father, his uncle, were all 
ure ful and learned Baptist clergymen. Dr. 
Richard Furman was pastor of several 
churches in this state, among them the 
church in this town, He presided over the 
Baptist state convention, the highest office in 
the gift of the Baptists in this state, and, 
along with the scholarly Richard Faller, he 
was one of the editors i f the Religious Her- 
ald, the Baptist organ of the south. Dr. Fur- 
man was also a sweet poet, and in this depart- 
ment of literature ranked high.

On Trial for » Murder Committed a Long 
Time Ago. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., October 6.—[Special.]— 
The trial of two persons charged with the 
commission of murder hereten years ago, »9- 
gan ip Anderson today.

Alien S. Barksdale was, it was stated at the 
time, killed by the wife of cne of his tenants, 
Mra.

Fee ‘ 
A NEW COMET. 


Professor Barnard, of Vanderbilt University, 
Discovers a Small One. 

NASHVILLE, October 6.—[Special.|—E,. E. 
Barnard, of Vanderbilt University observa- 
tory, bas discovered his seventh comet, in 
ten hours, thirty-six minutes of right e.- 
sion and north declination, no degrees and 
fifty-eight minutes. Its position this morn- 
ing was right ascension, ten hours, thirty- 
cight minutes, no seconds, no declination, one 
degree and eight minutes. Its daily motion 
is, therefore, two minutes right ascension 
towards the east and ten minutes of 
are toward the north. The apparent motion 
of this comet 1s, therefore, inthe direction of 
the sun, and should its easterly motion con- 
tinue it will soon pass from sight. The comet 
is located in the southern part of the constel- 
lation of lion. It was found whilst seekin 
for comets on the morning of October 5, anc 
its position is close tothe eastern horizon just 
before sunrise. It can only be seen for about 
a half hour before sunlight blots it from view. 
When discovered, Mr. Barnard was sweeping 
the eastern sky and limited space between the 
dome of the observatory and a large mass of 
trees. There was scarcely time for the 
seeker to get the large telescope of the obser- 
vatory- upon it before daylight. However its 
approximate position was obtained, This 
morning it was observed as soon as it rose from 
the horizon and obseryations continued and a 
series of accurate positions obtained. The 
short time it was under observation on the 5t 
it was not possible to dctect a motion. Its 
cometary charaeter, therefore, remained un- 
certain. Further obscrvations made the mo 
tion a certainty. Its appearance is that of a 
mass of bright haze strangely condensed in 
the middle with a small and difficult nucleus 
and avery faint short tail pointing away from 
the sun,

THE PEABODY FUND. 


Annual Meeting of the Trustees—Business 
Transacted, 


NEw York, October 6.—The trustees of the 
Peabody educational fund held their annual 
mecsting tcdayin this city. Tae following 
were present: [x-President Hayes, Robert C. 
Wintborp and Theodore Lyman, of Massachu- 
setis; Chief Justice Waite, Bishop HB. Whip- 
pie, of Minnesota; Thomas C, Manning, of Lou- 
igsians; Anthony Drexe), of Philadolphia; Sam- 
uel Green, of Massachusetts, and James D. 
Porter, of Tennessee, 

in his annual address President Winthrop 
said that the reduction of interest had dimin- 
ished the income realized from the fund left 
in trust by Mr, Peabody, He congratulated 
the trustees on their twenty years’ successfal 
work, and called attention to the necessity of 
secUring national aid for education. He allud- 
ed to the iliiteracy among the negroes of the 
south ard said that education would make 
them better and stop. frauds. Referring to 
South “erolina,Mr. Winthropjsaid that not one 
of thesouthern states had. made greater or 
more successful efforts in the cause of ednca- 
tion. She now needed assistance, owing to the 
terrible destruction caused by the recent 
earthquake. He said the proposed statue to 
Mr. Peabody by the presidents of Virginia 
schools, to be placed in the capitol in Wash- 
ington, was a merited tribute to a man who 
had given 32,000,000 for southern schools. 

The secretary in his report gave the amount 
apportioned to each state. He said that in 
consequence of the states of Florida and Mis- 
sistippi repudiating their bonds, the fund had 
lost $1,000,000, which had been given by Mr. 
Peabcdy tothe fund. Their allotment had 
becn stopped and divided among the other 
states. t 

The income of the fund for the year 
amounted to $62,365, divided as follows: Ala- 
bama, $4,900; Arkansas, 52,300; Georgia, $2,- 
000; California, $3,800; North Carolina, $2,700; 
Seuth Carolina, $5,000; Tennessee, $10,000; 
Texas, $3,000; Virginia, $4,565; West Vir- 
ginia, $3,300. At the meeting tomorrow in- 
creased allowance will probably be made for 
South Carolina. The trustees Were given a

THE COTTON CROP OF TEXAS. 


Dealers Lowering their Figures on the 
Output on Account of Damage. 


GALVESTON, October 6.—There is considera- 
ble talk in trade circles regarding the probable 
cotton output of Texas for the present cotton 
ycar. During August many well-informed deal- 
ers estimated the cotton cropat 1,600,000 bales. 
This ectimate was extensively circulated and 
accepted. Owing to the meager top crop 
making in north and east Texas, and also to 
some uncertainty existing toucbing the extent 
of damsge from worms and the recent rains, 
& majority of cotton firms are inclined to re- 
vise their earlier figures onthecrop. The house 
of Kanfman & Runge, whose figures for 
years have been generally accepted by the 
trade, authorizes the arsociated press to state 
that the firm bas reduced its maximum figures 
for the Texas crop from 1,500,000 to 1,400,000 
bales. From Washington and two or threo 
other countits, ravages by worms have been 
reported, but it is the general belief of the trade 
here that such lossand damage this season 
are not greater than are reported every sea- 
son. Reports all indicatethat worm ravages 
are local,

When court convened yesterday morning 
the trial of the case of John McCa‘l, of Frank- 
lin aly eect i distilling, was 
resv med. ¢ Ss m i iti 
Willis Dyer, O66 important withess, 

si HAD ee! MURDERED, 
and the case appeared abad one against Mc- 
Call. When MeCall was arrested he was car- 
ried before Commissioner Gaston .at Gaines- 
ville and though the evidence was not strong, 
he was bound over. A few weeks after the 
trial Dyar, his main witness, was waylaid and 
killed. Dyar had been to mill, and while re- 
turning home was waylaid and shot from 
bushes. It was never found out who killed 
him. The jury found a verdict against McCall 
for removing, and he was sentenced to two 
months in prison and to pay a fine of $100. 

_J.N, Wisenant pleaded guilty to illicit dis- 
tilling and working; sentence four months, 
$100 fine and costs. J. S, Franklin pleaded 
guilty to illicit distilling and . working: sen- 
tence four months, $100 fine. The cases of 
Newton, West and others, charged with con- 
spiracy, and Edward W. Holland, charged 
with perjury, were mol prossed.

DISTRICT COURT. 

The jury in the cases of Ben Hand, Aaron 
Cox and Rafus Gay, charged with working in 
illicit distillery, found them guilty aad they 
were each sentenced to one month in jail . 

The following pleas of guilty were entered: 
Hiram Vauters, charged with illicit retailing 
and removirg; sentenced totwo months and 
$100 fine. Green McKeever, charged with 
licit working; sentence one month. - 

B. W. Hendricks, illicit distilling; four 
months $100 ine; Milton Bruce, illicit work- 
ing, one month; Jesse Rumssy, illicit working, 
two months; James James, illicit distilling, 
four months, $100 fine; W. Hugh Hendricks, 
illicit distilling, four months, $100;fine; Henry 
Waters, illicit retailing, two month:;, $100; 
‘Wilsie Ramsey, illicit distilling, two months 
$100; Freeman Brewer, illicit working, one 
month; Willism Parker, illicit working, one 
month; Peter Hendricks, illicit working, one 
month.

The Superior Conrt. 

The state chaingavg received reinforce- 
ments yesterday from Fulton county. Two 
negro boys, brothers, Henry and Nathan Wor- 
than, were sentenced two yoars each for as- 
sault with intent to murder. 

The evidence in the case shewed that the 
two boys, with Tom Lewie,a chum, attended 
a dance Somewhete near Jamestown. The 
shree bogs were drinking apd after the dance 
started down the street. As they passed a 
mak and girl one of the boys jerked the girl’s 
bat off and threw it int> the street. The 
maa, James McAfee, who was with the girl, 
protesied against such condact and asked 
the boys to desist, wherenpon 
Henry and Nathan Worthan feathered in on 
McAfee with a stick and knife and used him 
vp badly. Léwis, their companion, refased to 
take part and thereby saved himself a two 
years’ visit to the chaingang. The Worthan 
boys are considered among the city’s hardest 
cares. One of them carries a large scar on hig 
face which he received inarow. Mr. Will 
Turner will carry them to the camps tomor- 
row. 

CHABGED WITH INFANTICIDE. 

Mollie Farmer, a salmon-colored female of 
the African persuasion, igs now being tried for 
infanticide. 

The woman lived ont near the East Tennes- 
see shops, and about two months ago one of 
her neighbors called upon her, and was sur- 
prised to find her sick in bed. Upon question- 
ing the sick woman the visitor became con- 
vinced that there was something wrong, and 
so told the woman. At first Mollie Farmer 
denied it in tote, but when the visitor 
threatened to send for a policeman Mollie con- 
fe:sed. and said she had buried the child in the 
garden. The woman went into the garden, 
but was unabie to find the newly made grave, 
and then Farmer to!d her to look down at the 
fect of the bed and she would find the child. 
The woman did so, and found that the child 
bad been dead a long whiie. She noticed 
bruises on the child, and accused the mother of 
killing it. The mother, of course, denied this. 
The coroner was notified and held an inqnest, 
the jury deciding that the babe had been 
killed. The evidence is very strong against 
the woman. She is represented by Messrs. 
Wright & Hill. Solicitor Hill is putting in 
h’s beat licks for the state. :

HE HAS BEEN CAUGHT. 


RELAFORD, THS JAIL BREAKER, 
ARRBSTED AT LOCUST GROVE. 
ee eee oe a 
The Desperete Burglar's Way of Obtaining Liberty 
~Aided by Those on the Outside Be Gets Out 
and Gets Away—The Pureuit Organized 
and How it Was Conducted, Bto, 


John Relaford, the burglar who escapod 
from the Fulton county jail night before last, 
was arrested last night at Locust Grove, a sta- 
tion onthe East Tennessee road, about thirty 
miles south of Atlanta. 

Relaford will be back in’ jail today at noon. 

When Call Officer Thomposon reached the 
jail night before last, he began investigating 
the locality. In Sugar alley, which rans north 
and south just in the rear of the jail, he found 
tracks made by a man wearing shoes, The 
tracks appeared to start near the fence and 
lead in a southern direction. The officer 
attempted to find from. whence the tracks 
came, but could not trace them away from 
the jail. He soon became satisfied that Rela- 
ford bad dropped from the fence in the rear of 
the jail and started off, By following the 
tracks the officer found that the negro had 
walked about a block. Then the tracks dis- 
appeared. At the point at which the tracks 
disappeared the tracks of a hack were found, 
The back had driven up to the point and 
turned around, This convinced Officer Thomp- 
sou to feel assured that the negro had been 
met by friends who were in waiting with a hack 
for bim,The back was trailed without any trou- 
ble through tlfe dust until it reached Lam- 
bert’s gaiden, on Simpson street, where it was 


lost. 

After daylight yesterday morning Sheriff 
Thomas and his deputies began searching the 
city for the negro. His house on Henry street 
was reached and his wife was found absent, 
From persous residing in the neighborhood 
the officers ascertained that the negro’s wife 
had left home in a hack about 10 o’clock Taes- 


| day night, and that she came back about day- 


light and remained a short time, Every effort 
was made to secure some trace of her, but 
without success. Dodgers describing Relaford 
were mailed to adjucent places, and then 
Sheriff Thomas propoced to await the result 
He felt satisfied that the negro was out of 
towr, ard he was right, 

About nine o’clock last night a telegram 
reached Chief Connolly from Locust Grove 
asking if a medium sized yellow man with a 
bullet wound in his left thigh, was wanted. 
The telegram was signed by J. M. Mahan and 
stated that it was believed that the man then 
under arrest was the burglar who esca 
from the jail. Immediately after recoiving 
the telegram, Chief Connolly, accompanied by 


- Captain Moon, went to the East Tennessee tel- 


egraph office and instructed the officers 
at Locust Grove to hold the 
man the had under arrest. 


y 
‘Later in the night Chief Connolly and Cap- 


Crim started for Locust Grove, and will return 
this morning with the prisoner, if he is the 
right man. It is generally believed that the 
man arrested at Locust Grove is Relaford, but 
just how his arrest was accomplished is not 
known. From railroad men who came in late 
last night, however, it was learned that the 
negro boarded the train below Constitution 
yesterday, and that the conductor soon became 
aware of his ideutity and arrested him at Lo- 
cust Grove and turned him over to officers at 
that place. 

Relaford’s escape was well planned and as 
well executed. On the day before his escape 
he shaved off his whiskers, which made quite 
a difference in his appearance. On the night 
of the escape several United States prisoners 
were confined in the portion of the jail occu: 
pied by Relaford. Theday was the first day 
of their imprisonment, and the men remained 
awake singing and dancing. Towards eleven 

Relaford begged 

to be quiet and 

the light, saying ‘t 

was feeling bad. Laterinthe night one of 
the men heard some one walking over te 
roof, but thought nothing of it. The walking 
the prisoner heard was being done by Rela- 
ford in making his escape. Relaford had torn 
up a quilt and madeitintoa rope so as to 
climb down the side of the fence. After leay- 
ing the building, however, the negro 
procured a ladder and with this succeeded 
in reaching the top of the building, which is 
about eighteen feet from the ground. The 
distance from the top of the building to the 
ground on the rear side is about thirty-five 
feet. Relaford walked along the roof of the 
building until he reached a tree. He man: 
aged to get hold of a long limb and then 
swung himself down, reaching terra firma in 
safety. He then walked up thealley a short 
distance, where a conveyance wasin waiting. 
Getting into this he was driven rapidly away, 
and when the jailers found out that he had 


gescaped he had about three hours the go on
